The Graves Exposure. 


The Dr. Graves incident is a ludicrous exposure of the spy 


system maintained by European governments. As has been 
demonstrated times without number, the spy is frequently in the 
pay of the country whose secrets he has undertaken to ascertain 
and reveal. He sells out as often as he can and betrays all alike. 
His information, more often than not is worthless, and those who 
buy it are swindled. In truth the spy system is a gigantic bunco 
game. British spies sell British secrets to Germany and German 
spies sell out to the British foreign office. 
They are impartial 


in their treacherous venality. Frequently they manufacture the 
information they sell, and usually end by betraying the confi- 
dence of the statesmen who think loyalty can be bought afld that 
honorable principles can be imposed upon a man hired to perform 
a dishonorable task. Dr. Graves is a type. 
He is making 


his employers ridiculous by exposing their dealings with him. No j 
reliance can be placed on what he says, but he has succeeded in 
bringing into public discussion a vice of modern statecraft that 
every well-informed person knows exists, but of which European 
chancellories pretend ignorance. 


CGininenting on the exposure of police graft in London, the 


Santa Rosa Republican refers to police graft as an "American 
institution." Our contemporary should not be so ready to ac- 
knowledge the paternity of ancient vices. Police graft antedates 
the discovery of America. It is as old as the police. The litera- 
ture of every land tells of simony among judges and corruption 
among peace officers. Police graft is no more American than 
the social evil is American. 


Revising the Tariff t& Please Foreigners. 


The foreign steamship combine has won its fight. The clause 


in the Underwood tariff bill providing for a five per cent discount 
in the duties levied on merchandise imported in American ships 
is to be expunged. American ships are to be given no preference, 
yet they are expected to compete with cheaper built, cheaper 
manned subsidized foreign ships. Of course they cannot do it, 
but the faith that our merchant marine can be revived by politi- 
cal oratory remains unshaken. Incidentally the foreign steam- 
ship lobby is pleased. 


Also the administrative features of the Underwood bill to 


which foreign merchants and manufacturers objected have been 
stricken out. i oreign manufacturers will not be required to sub- 
mit their books to the examination of agents of the treasury de- 
partment that the actual cost of the goods they export to this 
country may be determined. The ambassadors of Germany, Eng- 
land and France contended that this feature of the bill was a vio- 
lation of t»aty rights. The claim was allowed, and consent was 
given for Congress to pas* iim emasculated bill As the bill has 
been framed in the interests of foreign importers and manufac- 
turers the Democratic leaders seem to have decided to go the 
whole hog. 
Every provision to which foreigners objected has 


been stricken from the bill. 


Ad valorem duties have been substituted for specific duties, 


hence the necessity for guarding against undervaluation. German 
and French manufacturers and merchants have contrived an in- 
genious system of undervaluing goods exported to the United 
, States. One set of bills is for government inspection and another, 
stating the real price, is forwarded to the purchaser. In this way 
'; the government is cheated of a large proportion of the revenue it 


•hould collect. It seems that interference with this system is re- 


rgarded as a violation of treaty rights. Likewise giving a prefer- 


Harbor Commissioner McCullom does not appear to be a true j 


reformer.

Beban and Bryant were ardent supporters of the Governor's 
new Decalogue. What better evidence could be given that they 
had put in their time and earned their pay as employes of the 
Harbor Commission? 


The three legislators named hold salaried jobs under the har- 


bor board. They were paid $1500 each for the time they put in 
fighting for the Lord at Armageddon, otherwise legislating at 
Sacramento. Having returned from the performance of that 
duty, they ask payment again from the Harbor Commission. 


Commissioner McCullom objects. He says they rendered no 


service to the Harbor Commission while they were away at Sac- 
ramento, and that the State paid them for the service they ren- 
dered there. Some people are disposed to think they were over- 
paid, the Hon. "Rough House" McDonald in particular. 


Clearly Mr. McCullom does not understand or does not sym- 


pathize with the ethics of reform. He is blind to the reason why 
legislators are kept on the payroll of the Harbor Commission. 
Otherwise he would not object to their drawing pay whether they 
earned it or not. His objection is captious, chimerical, contumaci- 


ous, and defiant of the true principle of reform—in plain words, 
reactionary. 


But never fear, Bryant, Beban and McDonald will get their 


money—or the people's money—and all the moral obligations of 
an implied contract will be kept to the letter. Commissioners 
Dwyer and Williams understand their business better. They are, 
true soldiers of the Lord, and they are convinced that voting for 
the Ten Commandments at Sacramento entitles Bryant, Beban 
and McDonald to draw salaries from the Harbor Commission for 
work they did not perform. They did what they were put on 
the payroll to do, and that is enough. Perhaps it is more than 
enough, but the complaint is not on the side of shortage.

Turkish Trickery Delays Peace. 


The dove of peace hovers uncertainly over the Balkan penin- 


sula. The signing of the preliminary treaty of peace by the Bal- 
kan allies under the coercive pressure brought to bear upon them 
by the great powers of Europe gives no assurance of peace, for 
the wily Turk has resorted to one of his old tricks. Evidently 
assuming that the great powers will not recede from the position 
they have taken or change their policy toward the Balkan states, 
and relying on the belief that the relations of the allied states 
have become strained over a division of the spoils of war and 
that a rupture is imminent between Bulgaria and Greece and 
Servia, Turkey bluntly refuses to grant the Greek claims to the 
re-enactment of the treaty granting the privileges to Hellenic 
subjects residing in Turkish territory enjoyed before the war, and 
makes a counter demand on the allies for the granting of greater 
privileges to its own subjects that were formerly allowed in each 
of the four kingdoms. 


Turkey has been playing for time since 'the later armistice 


i arranged went into effect, and every day's delay has added to 


i the troubles of the allies with the powers and intensified the dif- 
! ferences which have arisen between them over the partition of 
| the territory acquired by conquest. As the premiers of the Bal- 


j kan states will meet at Salonika on Sunday, they are likely to
